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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 through 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Adachi et al (us 5,777,991) in view of Juntunen et al (us 6,163,71 1). 

As per claim 1, Adachi et al disclose a portable information terminal having a built-in 
radio communication device, see fig 3. 

Adachi et al disclose a radio communications section (90) for performing transmission 
and receipt operation through use of a time-division technique, see col. 1 1 lines 17-33. 

Adachi et al disclose an information section (PC) for receiving, processing, storing, and 
outputting information, see fig. 2, 

Adachi et al disclose an interface which electrically connects the radio communication 
section to the information processing section and exchange information therebetween, see fig.2, 

Adachi et al disclose a battery for supplying power to the radio communications section, 
the information processing section, and the interface, wherein the portable information terminal, 
see fig. 1 
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Adachi et al differ in disclsosing means for deactivating the information processing 
secton and the interface when the radio communication section is in a transmission state. 
However, Juntunen et al disclose means for deactivating the information processing section and 
the interface when the radio communication section is in a transmission state, see col. 2 lines 61- 
67. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention was made to modify to deactivating the information processing section and interface of 
Adachi with teaching of Juntunen so that switching on/off power to monitoring power 
conservation by adapter processor the accessories and processor of the radio receiver. 

As to claim 2, Adachi et al disclose means of controlling the radio communication 
section and the information processing section so as to exchange information while the radio 
communications section is in a non-transmission state, see fig.2 and it's disclosure. 

As to claim 3, Adachi et al disclose everything as explained above and further more, 
Adachi et al disclose the radio communication section has a function of exchanging audio data 
or non-audio data with respect to a network, see col. 8 lines 32-51.
